SIR WM. VKIINON H.VUCOUr.T. 

London, April l.").— Sir William, Vernon 
Harcourt, ohaKOBUpr^o{.,tha,jB3t|hequer, to- 
night resumed the debate on the^Irish bill 

iu tho honao of commons. , He^' began by 
Baying that those who condemned .the' go v- 
oiiuuont'a moasure failed to atateiih accept- 
rt'ole alteruatiyo scheme. Nobody accepted 
Mr. yrevelyun's plan. Mr. Chamberlain's 
project was iu turn repudiated by Lord 
HurtiuRton, and ?.Ir. Tn-volyau and Mr. 
Chamberlaiu have propounded n Kcheino of 
great iuiportauce; but that acheiu-j had 
never been submitted to the govornment. 
He, Mr. Chamberlain, has recommended 
federation. \Vhat were to be those separate 
bodies in Qr«at .Britain and Ireland which 
-were to be Iho'siibject matter of; the federa- 
tion reoommeudationV Mr. Ohainberlflin 
had a plan to .'itay I'viclions by net of par- 
liament. Who was agreed upon that policy? 
Had lie sol the ndhesaon of Lord HartiUj^- 
toii; had he got tho adhesion of Jlr. Go«- 
chen, or the adhesion of tho right honor- 
able geutleman and noblo lord opposite? If 
he had not the speaker wotdd like to know 
how it is that it was a practical policy? 
Lord llarliuBtoii had said ha did not admit 
tho impossibility of governing Ireland by a 
ruingled system of remedial and repressive 
legislation. It was to the administration of 
Lord Speiicur that he jhottght,the govern- 
ment of Ireland ought?t4bo''T^8tored. It 
has been atoted -by Ijord HartinRtou that 
whatever the fate of this meaaiire was, the 
more introduction of it by a responsil)lo 
government would do much that could 
never be reettUetl. Thht was perfectly true; 
but it was equally true of the tivents of last 
-Jnue. Tho cou.scqueucL-s of tho.so events 
could never bo received. Those events en- 
tirely chaugp.d tho whole aspect of the 
British jpieutiou. Tho course tlien taken 
made home rule inevitable. [Cries of "Oh!" 
"Ohl" and laughter ] . The speaker taunt- 
ed the opponents of- the measure with hav- 
ing no basis for an - agreement on the Irish 
policy. Did Air. Ooiiolieu,' he asked, ap- 
prova of llr. Chamberlain's plan for a cen- 
tral council nt Dublin, or the suspension of 
evictions? Had the conservative 
Ieader.9 any policy except a condemnetiou 
of Mr. Gladstone's scbenio? 

Lurd liiiiidolph Cliuroliill — Yes; they 
are against reoeal in any shape or form. 
[Obeers ] ' ' " ^ ■ 

The. sptiaker . retorted that that might 
mean as^ much as Lord BeaconsBeld's de- 
nunciation of tho five pound fraiichiao at 
tho very ninmcnl when De designed to 
carry throu«h the houaeliold Hutfratie 
manaure [Laughter ] Continuing he 
aaid lite faot wgs that there was no alter- 
native to; the plan of; the government, 
except the Be'verest ooorcibn." This''would 
require a strnng governiucnt; a (.jovern- 
muut determined and persistent, iu har- 
mony with itself, supported by an over- 
whelinint; majority iu parliament and in 
the country. Such a government had 
been dreamed of as resulting from a traco 
of party spirit and eltd to party warfare; 
tiut it was not by tfio breaking up of par- 
ties that a strung governmatit could bs 
formed. Reference, continued the 
speaker, has been made to tho Irish in 
America. This houso cannot, for a mo- 
ment, bo influenced by the actions v{ das- 
tardly assassins like Ford and others; but 
tho Irish nation in. America ia aa numer-l 
ous as tho Irish are at homo. These havti 
not been parties to tho actions of assas- 
sins. These actions of assassins receive 
condemnation from people of the United 
States. [Irish and liberal cheers.] But 
if you reject this bill do you believe and 
are you sure there will not be sympathy 
with those assassins, and with their 
schemes ? (Hisses and cries of Oh, Oh J 
[ believe, there • will bo a universal con- 
demnation and disapprobation from all 
right thinking people— Irish and Amer- 
ican—of such a treatment of .Irish peo*^ 
pie. [Irish cheers.] 

RWnx EON. MR. a0.«CUKN. 
In the course of an energetic speech 
Mr. Goschen contended that there was no 
analiJBV between tho position of Ireland 
and England, and that of Norway, or 
Sweden, or Austria and Hungary. The 
Irish and Eiij^lish interests, he said, were 
BO interlaced that when theyoaine to the 
finance question they would find it diflS-f 
cult to decide whether t'he income to be 
taxed was English or Irish. These in- 
terests could not bo dissociated. In 
conclusion ho, Goschen, denied that firm- 
ness could be called coercion, and said 
the.re would be no repression if there was 
no crime. The responsibility of weaken- 
ing the ties which unite the^British with 
Ireland rested with the premier and his 
followers. Those rosistin;,' tho break up 
of tho empire must close up their ranks, 
and stand shoulder tu shoulder to resist 
the bili.' ' [Bnthusiastid cheers ] 

GLADSTONE AGAIN SPEAKS. 

Glsdstono replied at considerable 
length. He denied that the safetruards 
provided in the bill w.ere dictated by a 
distrust of the Irish vSeople/' On tho con- 
trary they were insulted, in con.iBquence 
n' tlin iniitruat that wiis felt by others. 
G 1 dslone argued that tho fundamental 
f'-ar of those who attack the home rule 
measure was that the Irish people wo'uld-- 
necessarily do wrong, that the administra- 
tion 'of tho country would necessarily be 
changed. (Cries of hear, hear ) In rega.i-d 
to questions as. to the power of veto by 
the bill, he stated that there was no linii- 
.tation to that proposition; and in refer- 
ence to -tho incomo- tax that would 
necessarily bn as separate in Ireland as it 
would be in England. ' Of the bill gener- 
ally, it proposed to give to tho Irish 
people reasonable aatiofaction to their 
deoiand, without imitating the example 
set bjr a former government in the case of 
America." He ridiculed the tear that had 
been expressed as tu the further demands 
on the p»rt of the Irish' members if this 
bill were passed."*' As to the question of 
their having no mandate for this measure 
ho contended that inasmuch as there had 
been no mandate for coercion, or for 
maintaining law, so no mandate was 
necessary for the proposals to gtrengthon 
mean* for maiutaiaiog law. Ho ourapared 



criticism on the bill, and pointed out that 
no one speech agreed with ' linother. 
Speaking of the measure as a plan he re- 
marked that it might be improved;, but at 
any rata it held the Geld,.as''did"^al80 the 
subject. (Loud cheers.) 

Tho motion that leavu be given to in- 
troduce the bill was put by the speaker 
and agreed to without division, amid pru- 
traated and-^enthusiastio aheeiring;g 

Adulterated Food. 

Washi.n'otoN', March 20. —Hearing 
that Professor H. W. Wiley, the chem 
iat of the agri'cuU^ral department, was 
engaged ■ in experiments on -adulterated 
foods, a correspondent called ap'on liim 
to-day and found him busily engaged 
with hia pxiierimetit. The following 
conver.stttion took place: 

C'orrcKpnndent— I noticecl that Gloti- 
eral Butler has recently asserted .that 
oleonias'garine is more healthfur as food 
than butter. ' " ' " 

Prof. Wiley - I have no doubt tliis 
may be so in many cases. Imitation 
butter may be made bo as to be quite 
healtliful, and real butlep may iie so 
made as to be very bad and uiihcaltli- 
fui. The principal IrouWe^witU nllcom 
pounds of this kinu is no 'one k'nowi 
what is ii/ thoni. Our work iu>re is 
purely scientific. . We are siniply seek 
ing a r.ieun8 of de ejting|^fiiiuiiie butler 
from its imitatioi). ]Mosb jjoople are 
fond of butter, but they do not cii.re to 
eat varioas'fats, mixtid^up {Lbd-'cblof^d, 
even if it does look better and taste 
butter than butlir. Wlien I was in 
Franco recently I was giveir a dish that 
I liked very much. It wns highly soa 
sonifd and tasted well, and I wiis about 
to cull for a second portion, but it final 
ly occurred to me that I would ask 
what the (lisli was made of.. I did so, 
and fouiid .it was the entrails of swine. 
I didn't want' any more, aliliough I 
had the moment before tliought; it ex- 
cellent. 

Correspondent— Are you going to 
be able to tell butter from its ihiita- 
tions'j 

Professor Wiley — Come iu a few 
weeks later and we can tell you that. 
Wo are hard at :. work (lOnj^thei siibject 
now. I feel confidei{t"'of sudcesi' 1 am 
now trying by n series of experiintfnt^ 
to ascertain the exact point of lieut at 
which ihe various imitations melt. 
This has not before been satisfactorily 
done Ojemists generallyclaim thoy can 
not toll within two or three degrees. I 
am aatislied that we shall i)0 able to 
tell within 1-10 of ii degree. I liave 
tried ono iitiitation of butter that iiicka 
at a much lower tcmpttrature than but- 
ter, and another that melts ai a much 
higher teoiperature. When we know 
the temperatures at which all the or- 
dinary fats melt, we shall oe able to 
arrive at some thins;. We have already 
discovered a simple little test that 
seems to work well Butter and oleo- 
margarine plucL'il in the saiiK! jar of al- 
cohol and water, tho butter be'ng gen- 
erally denser and more- uniform in 
composition, sinks lower, while the im- 
itation can sa'sily bedetdoled from its 
position 'add appearatfce.' 

Newfoundland and JLabrador. 

Halikai, No. S. April G. — Accounts 
frooi the sea fishery froiu St. John's, 
Ndd., indicate splendid season's catches 
lot the fleet: Seals'in.gceat.numb'tfrB are 
frequently seen on the coast and some 
thousands have been hauled ashore by 
people liviiis^ in the fiihmg; villnges at 
various points. At ono place as many as 
5,000 a day for several days in succeaaion 
have been brought ashore from the ice. 
The steamer Leopard has arrived at St. 
John witli-' between IS.'OOO and 10,000, 
and another steamship, thought to be the 
Nimrod, is reported to be on tho way to 
some port with a full fare. One or two 
coasting schooners havo obtained full 
losds in the channel and are duinj; well. 

Reports have been received from 
Labrador that the people living betwoon 
Esquimaux Point and Blanc Sabin are 
starving, and are subsisting on dog moat.

" . > OUB WATER SUPPLY: 

With the increase of our population 
and the exteiiaioii of the auburba of the 
city an unrestricted supply of water for 
domoatic asid other purposes ia becoming 
more urgent every year. The source of 
the supply is. practically unlimited; but 
the capacity!/;; fo'r^cdnv^^ 
. adequate at the tirne when tHo main was 
first laid, is totally insufficient at the 
present time for ovon ordinary roquiro- 
inents. The remedy for this is one that 
has been frequently advocated, and con- 
aista the construction of a large 
reservoir on a high level, which would be 
o£ ineatimabla advantage .iQ/ina^ ways. 
It is well known thai diflSoulty that rato- 
payora on the more elevated portions of 
the city experience in the suininor 
time in obtaining a requisite quantity of 
water for household purposes apart from 
being unable to obtain any for the irriga- 
tion of garden or other land, while those 
who are unfortunate enough — in this 
respect — to reside beyond the city limits 
have to be refused the oxtonsioii of the 
pipes to tht'ir dwellings ; dr, tiio cnnnoctinn 
having been niaJe, hnvo found that the 
supply hag been cut oil" by an injunction 
obtained oy citizens. Thii is not fair, it 
is not right; and it ia only one of many 
other reasons why there should be con- 
structed ft reservoir or tank of such di- 
mensions as would enable every applica- 
tion for water to he granted, and to 
ensure that every hoiiso or other building 
to which the.iservice ia extended should 
be furnishe'd with a supply abundant for 
all ordinary purposes. As it is at present 
a break in the main from the dam causoa 
inconvenience and frequently loss; but it is 
potent with otlier results that might bo 
far mora serious than any that have yet 
happened. Imagine a tiro concurrent 
'with auch a break, and the consequences 
at ouce become so . easily foreseen as to 
require no relation. Should two such 
events occur in conjunction with a high 
wind, the populace migiht find themselves 
witnessing the destruction of half the 
city by fire, while they, powerless to sub- 
due the work of deatruciion, would be 
bemoanilii; their tardiness to adopt means 
to prevent such a sad possibility. Who 
of us but remembers when zymotic dis- 
eases were prevalent, the year before last, 
and when though the gutters were stag- 
nant with Qlth, the council - found them- 
selves forced to admit that no water could 
hi spared to flush the. .accumulations 
«way 7^ "Wliyi Bgainiy should^ clouds of 
dust in UTeTdryse'ason be allowed to choke 
the lungs, and permeate thu clothing of 
those out of doors, or enter the houses 
impregnatinr; ovorything in its way, and 
creating discomfort and injury? Why 
should this be permitted when liberal 
street sprinkling would almost ..entirely 
obviats it,- and ,when..non-utilized tons of 
water are available at tlie source of our 
supply 1 On the grounds then of comfort, 
convenience, safety and health it is ad- 
visable to seriously cuusidor what it ifi noi, 
too strong to tor(n the urgency of the 
measure suggested, and as it is more than 
probable that & scheme with this end in 
view will shortly be laid before the coun- 
cil, it is hoped the public will give to it 
what it is certain to receive from the 
hands of the board — that weight and mature 
consideration to which its importance 
entitles ic. 



QLADSTONil'S FLANS FOR IRE- 

The following opinions of several Oer- 
inan journals are embodio.d in their re- 
liiarks upon the ooncessiohf which Glad- 
atone .jproposes to make -to Ireland, They 
r.re as forcible commenFs upon his attitude 
on the Irish question as any we remember 
having soon: "It is easy for a rich 
country like England to expropriate all 
the Irish landowners; but how the rents 
of the new.oiass of farmers will be col- 
lected when Ireland ia governed by a na- 
tive parliament is '"more than Mr Glad- 
stone or any one else can say. Mr. Glad- 
stone's plans are based on the supposition 
that the Irish farmers will pay oonacien- 
tiouely, and that the Irisli parliament will 
punctually and freely contribute Ireland's 
quota to imperial expenditure. Such ideas 
are those of a man in his dotage. To ac- 
cept them one must be ignorant of the his- 
tory of Ireland. The enormous success of 
the Irish in their demands from England, 
far from satisfying them, would encourage 
them to raise new claims, more prepos- 
terous than ever, which could only lead to 
a complete separation from England or to 
civil war. Mr. Gladstone's senseless tam- 
pering with the unity of the kingdom, 
and his vain idea of settling the Irish 
question by means of a federalism which 
would hopelcbsly enfeeble England, can 
pnly be described as the extravagances of 
aenility. W^^uat: still-- hope that, the 
practicafsense of the English nation, and 
of the liberal party in particular, will 
turn away from such follies. The English 
and Scotch are men of business, and 
before paying a colossal sum of money to 
bribe the Irish into loyalty, they will cer- 
tainly consider whether their outlay is 
likely to achieve the desired result. Mr. 
Qladstone's egotism is exacting intolera- 
ble sacrifices from hia party. Europe 
looks on amazed at the sight of sober- 
minded English politicians preparing to 
ruin thoir country for the sake of proving 
their loyalty towards a statesman who has 
always miscalculated the effects of his 
Irish policy, and who, io the natural 
course of things, cannot live to repair the 
mischief that must be .caused by his last 
and moat e gregious miscalciilB t 'qn. " 

.Britisii Columbia matters. 

Mr. Shakespeare recently delivered a 
couple of brief and interesting speeches 
on the subject of the deep sea fisheries uf 
this province and the importance of open- 
ing up to settlement the lands . handed 
over to the Dominion by the local gov- 
ernment. Both these mattersiare engag- 
ing the attention of the^^niinistry, and 
every encouragement is to bo given to 
the proaecutiun and development of the 
deep sea fisheries, which are scarcely less 
valuable than the rivor salmon fishery. 
The minister of the interior explained 
that the agent of the government has 
beon instructed to proceed to the neigh- 
borhood of the lands for the convenience 
of settlers, and that arrangomants are be- 
ing made for the speedy disposition of all 
questions arising in connection with set- 
■lement,

HItKNK,\i'or,i^i, Srinn,, April I I .~.-.\ terri- 
ble cyclouo occurred at St. Cloud Vlnn lUter- 
nooii, ill which forty pevrions were killed 
and seventy-live injured. . Half of thu town 
is laid waato. Dr. .\iiios, mayor of thi.-, 
city and a st:UV of a dozen phy.sicians aro 
ju.st loaving on a special train for St. Clouil 
in answer to messages for usniatance. 

Tho towiia St. Cloud and Sauk llapids 
wore swept byatorrribly destrnotivocyclouo 
at about 5 :50 this afternoon. The ilrst 
knowledge of the disaster was contained iu 
a telegram sent to Mayor Am'OB from St. 
Oloud asking for help. 

.\11 is excitement, and tlio slroots are filled 
with exeited nnfii and Irightinioil, weeping 
woman and children. The disaster is cer- 
tainly ■\<'i'y iippalliiit;. rieurasof bou$u.saro 
entirely wrecked, and tho oxteilt of the loss 
of life cannot now bo stated. 

St. Paul, April — The city is full of 
rumors about tho cyclone, and it is very 
J fflcult to obtain reliable information. The 
hiorm struck St. Cloud between the roniiil- 
houso and freight depot and swept a path 
six buuJrcd yards wide through the city, 
lovelinf; between ten and twsuty booses. 
N. 11. Clark, a well known lumberman, who 
lives ill St. Cloud, says that ninety persons 
were killeil iu that city, and that more than 
oue hundred are injured, uiauy 
very severely. Supt. Walceinan, of the 
■Manieoba says that between thirty and 
forty piiraona were killed at Sauk Rapids, 
a small town on the Manitoba and North- 
ern Pacific roads a few miles southeast of 
St. Oloud, and that nearly double that 
number aro injured. The telegraph 
wires northwest of tiiis city are all down, 
and no news direct either from St. Cloud 
or Sauk Rapids has been received since 7 
o'clock. A terrific thunder storm settled 
over'St. Paul and Minneapolis about G 
o'clock and a heavy hail storm followed, 
though of but short duration. In fact, 
one storm cloud after another lias awe[)t 
across the state ever since last evenin^j, 
and rainfall has been heavy. The storm 
is the worst known in tlie slate since 
1883, when Rochester and El^iu wore 
devastated by a tornado. 

Gov. Hubbard to-night received tho 
following message from state senator 
Buckmaii: "Sauk Rapida, Minn., April 
14. — Our town is in ruins, sund ua aid." 
Gov. Hubbard at once sent mesaaxos to 
mayors of all cities and largo towns in the 
state asking that steps be taken at once to 
secure money and things needed and for- 
ward them as speedily as possible tosonator 
Buckmaii for destitute. A dispatch has 
just been received saying between 
forty and fifty bodies have been recover- 
ed from the ruinaat St. Oloud, and tho 
search i.s not completed. The town pre- 
sents a scene of utmost dosolatiou as aean 
by the light of ilickorinf; lantorns, and 
the groans of tho wounded, and lamenta- 
tions of those who have lost relatives is 
heartrendintj in tho extreme. Not before 
daylight will the full extent be known, 

OiiiOAOu, April 14. — The Inter-Ocean's 
St, Paul special says: The cyclone be- 
gan about -1 o'clock in tho buiiiii tjf the 
Masonic ceuiotury, fTrining a wliirlwind 
about 150O foBt in diameter. It took al- 
most every tree in iho circle from thu 
ground or twisted it at the trunks. Great 
stonioa were turned over and carried along 
with the wind, moving slowly in a north- 
east direction, the Oatholic chapel and 
several houses in its course across the 
prairie ajoiniiif; the town. It coiiiplotuly 
demorali/.ed John Swart-/ large brick 
house and scattered fifty or more smaller 
frame hoj^aes like so m.iiiy foattiors. In 
most cnsos nothing was left to mark the 
site of dwellings but cellars. The prairie 
is strewn with timbers, furniture and 
clothing. Tho freiglit depot of 
tho IManitoba road was a total wreck. Nu- 
merous cars loaded with freight wero 
blown half a mils and tho rails wrenched 
from the track. It passed the limits of 
town just west of Lieutenant Governor 
(lilmaii's residence, killing soverai horses. 
It crossed the Mississippi at Sauk Rap- 
ids wagon bridge, which it duniul ished. It 
here widened to (1000 feot and leveled 
Staunton's ^rist mill. From there it 
swept through the center of tho town, 
taking tho best of the buainesa part of it, 
including tho court house, hotel, public 
school and every important business 
building in the tov/n except a wooden 
store. Tho village ia virtually wiped 
out, four-fifths of its buildings 
being levoUed. Fatalities in ,St. Cloud, 
though great, are not e<iual in iiuinbor to 
those ot Sauk Rapids. In every houso 
most all tho windows wore more or lees 
hurt. 

Ciiic.UiO, April 11. — The Intor-Ocoan's 
Oouiicil Blutf special Bays tho eyclouo 
struck the town of Coon Rapids this after- 
noon and laid tho town in ruins. Tele- 
graph wires aro all down and no particu- 
lars are obtainable. 

From Sauk Rapids the atorm struck 
Rico's Station, lienton, Oo, . demolishing 
tho village and killing or injuring nearly 
tho entire popalation. The wires are 
down an'd no definite information is ob- 
tainable from there.

A Kovel Point of Taw. 

A mau namei.1 Gauyon on TuoHday was 
brought before Measrs. A. JIoLoaii ami 
ThoB. Sliotbolt, J. P. '8, ou a charge of be- 
ing in posseaaion of a keg of beer ou tho 
Songiah Indian reservation, laid at the in- 
Btsnee of constable LewiB. The mas with 
liiB family resides on the reserve, and the 
law does not admit of anyone being in poa- 
seaaion of liijuor on an Indian reserve. The 
court sat in the gaoler's room within the 
gaol. Mr. Walls appeared for the proaecn- 
tion and called sevarul witnesaeH. 

After the prosecution closed their case. 
Mr. S. Perry Milla, for the defence, suid ha 
wouhi not call any wituesaes, and admitted 
that his client was in possession of the beer 
on the reserve; but contended that the 
statute required when justices of the peaeo 
ezeroised sammary jurisdiction that the 
eoart sbottld be open and one to which the 
general publio may bare access, \7hen he 
(Mr;< Mills) was admitted to the gaol the 
door WAS nnlookod to adiult bim and wbcu 
he had entered it was re- looked; therefore, 
th^re could bo no doubt that the place 
whore court was held was not one within 
the meaning of the statute. 

The case at thia poiut was adjourned for 
tho justices to consider their judgment, and 
court waa held yesterday morning in the 
barraoka room outside tho prison. They 
stated that they had considered the poiut 
raised by Mr. Mills, and thought it entitled 
to great consideration. They would there- 
fore not decide the poiut thoiuselves, but 
decide the charge ou its merits, and fined 
the prisoner $50 and $5 costs, and tho de- 
fence could appeal to the supremo court to 
settld cue poiut. 

Sir. Walls thought tho question should 
have been raised before the prosecution had 
put in their case.

Mr. Henry Saunders, agent foe the 
atoanior Sardonyx in this city, has re- 
ceived a letter from L. Larrinza, presi- 
dent of the oom^any in Mexico having 
the cbhtract with' the Mexican govern- 
ment, stafiiiK that thoy had learned of 
the expected trouble at Mazitlan, thoy 
having been informed that emissarieii of 
San Francisco competitors had been en- 
deavoring, to stir up tht! populace against 
the landing of the Chinese. The matter 
waa at once laid before the metnbers of 
the government, iihd the ' latter'" tele- 
graphed instructions to Mazitlau to pro- 
toot the landing of tho Cliineao. Tho 
government recommended, howevoi*, that 
the steamer should proceed to Tehaunto- 
pec, where they required 3000 laborers 
on the phip railway. The govornihont 
atated also-.that they were. anxious , to ouu- 
tin&ethe line, and weriB" willing to assist 
it in every way in thair powoi. It waa 
anticipated that after tho preaont trouble 
had blown over no further opposition 
would arise, and in tho present inatanco 
it had been altogether confined to the 
lowest classes at Mazatlan. Campeachy 
planters had called on. the company at 
Aloxico City and made arraiigemBnta 
with them for tho employment of from 
8000 to 10,000 ChinioB on the cofl'jo plan- 
j tatiuns Litor telegraphic advices re- 
ceived by Mr. Saunders stated that the 
Chinese were landed at Mazatlau on the 
6th of April ^without opposition being of- 
fared. The*^ Sardonyx then proceeded to 
Manz4uil]a aii^ was expected at Mazatlan 
on tho return trip yesterday. She will 
brin;^ conaidtirablo Mexican freight in the 
shapo of coll'oe, augar, etc., and it ia ox- 
pectod that a good lot of Siu Francisco 
freight will be seeured at that point for 
this city. .* ■ ' .

continued to Quadra street; that an eight- 
foot sidewalk be laid on oast side of Quadra 
atroet from Frederick to I'andora avunuo; 
that a six-foot sidewalk be laid on north 
side of .lahn street from llock Bay avenue 
to Bridge street. They recommended the 
following works be deferred: Opening op 
Church way; removal of hill on Vancouver 
street; drain on Carr street; drain on To- 
ronto street; sidewalks on Carr, Toronto, 
Princess, Simcoo and Douglas stroots; also 
to lay over construction of sidewalk on oast 
side of Blanchard from Qaeen'fl avenue to 
h«ad of Pombroiie street.

lire escape be placed in workable condi- 
tion; tho eflfioienoy of tho fire brigade waa 
referred to; aeveral changes in tho staff we're 
mentioned; the chief and assistant-engi- 
nenrs require by-laws for their guidance; 
he objected to the fire department horses 
being used to draw sprinkling carts; ho 
had written for prices for canvas hose; a 
hydrant should bs placed at northerly end 
of James Bay bridge, and . the report was 
received and suggestions ordered to bo 
carried out.

It also referred to the neoesaity 
of additional filter beds, and in the course 
of time the laying of i larger diameter 
main than at present.

Hendry 
W03 not a competent engineer, and if the 
plans woro prepared by Mr, Pickering 
the.plan of ^ increasing the supply would 
no doubt.meet.the wishes of the people. 

The report of Mr. Pickering was or- 
dered to bo printed. 

'WOOLKK ^^LL. 

The finance committee reported in re- 
gard to a woolen mill, recommending that 
the bonus bylaw offering bonus to a 
woolen mill, bo amended. 

Coun. Grant thought that a bonus 
should be offered of sutlicient amount, as 
the provincial bonus was already secured 
by New Westminster, who would soon 
have a woolen mill in operation. Victoria 
should be mora urgent in oeekingthe es- 
tabliahment of inaiiufactorias. 

Coun. Higginsagroed thatthe report was 
a voi-y good one, and w&s thoroughly in 
accord with the proposal to bonus a woolen 
miU and saw the great necessity of adding 
manufactories to Victoria, as it was by 
them that its population wouid bo in- 
creased. 

Coun. IJ umber waa against tho grant- 
ing of bonuses to a woolen mill or any 
other f.iotory. 

Coun. Robertson believed in the bonus- 
ing of factories, as it was bbly throitgh 
this inbans that they could build up the 
city and make it a diatribiiting centre. 
Tlieru weru many places on the island 
that woro adapted to aheop-raising, and 
while on tjuuon Charlotte Island he had 
seen territory that would compare with 
the hills of Scotland for sheep-raising, 
and if a woolen mill was established, 
iheae and other lands would be utilized 
for sheep raising, 

Coun. Smith was in favor of granting 
a bonus to tho woolen mill or other 
manufactory. 

The report was received. 

KOY.lt, UOSl'ITAL. 

Tho committee recommonded that §250 
be donated the lloyal hospital and also 
that the water rates be reduced une-half. 

Oouii. Smith thought the amount 
should bo increased and the water rates 
remain aa at present. 

Coun. Higgins said he thought the sub- 
scription altogether too small, and he 
would therefore move that the report be 
amended to read §500 and water rates ro- 
maiij as at present. 

Ooun. Barnard thought §250 waa largt 
enough. If the collectors wore more 
faithful in their efforts the amounts 
would bo greatly increased. 

Coun. Uobertaon thought the govotn- 
ment should support the hospitals alto- 
gether, and the council not be called on. 

After further daaoussion the grant was 
increased to 8300, watisr rates to remain 
aa before, and the report adopted. 

PUBLIC MARKET. 

On motion of Coun. Roborjson, second- 
ed by Coun. Grant, the government wore 
ordered to bo conferred with in order to 
induce them to sot apart a portion of the 
new court house for apublio market. 

Oouns. Smith, Grant and,. Robertson 
were appointed a committee to aot in the 
matter. 

SIDEWALK. 

On motion of Coun. Smith a sidewalk 
was ordered to bo laid on west side of St. 
Lawrence street. 

KLKCTRIC LIOHT. 

Coun, Humber drew attention to the 
fact that no tenders had been received for 
the construction of electric light masts 
and poles. 

The time for receiving tenders waa ex- 
tended ono week. 

Council adjourned until 7:30 Monday 
evening next.
